This enabled us to obtain tmnc 
letters (rom tho North American Provinces, 
from tho United Stntes, and 07en from Eng- 
land : lor the steamer could not well evado 
tho disagrooablu necessity ol bringing in (he 
latest mail, whan tho Liters arrived every 
day. The news, however, received yesterday 
Knouks this last dependency away The 
overland mad, owing to the Indian troubles 
on the plains, is now stopped, and all the 
letters will have to come to tu by t lie ocean 
route. Tho .system, Iherelore, which I he 
N ort horn vessel seems to have adopted of 
running away from the 1'anaiua steamer will 
put us to a very serious inconvenience; for 
we shall now bo without our letters probably 
eight or teu days longor than usual. The 
steamer which arrived yesterday started on 
the Glh, cleverly evadiug t he mail which was 
due and which arrived tho following day. the 
consequence is that our Eastern and Euro 
pean advices are delayed till the starling ol 
the next boal. which, fortunately in liie pres- 
ent case, happens lo be n direct one, and 
only makes a difference of about five days . 
with the usual Portland boat, however, the 
delay would be about nine.
